New York, July 2.—Although com­ 
plete identification is impossible, there 
appears to be a strong probability 
that the body of a Chinaman which 
was found floating in the Hudson 
river In the upper part of the city 
was that of Leon Ling or William L. 
Leon, the m urderer of Elsie Sigel. The 
man’s height, weight and general ap­ 
pearance tally with that of Leon Ling, 
but as the body was nude except for 
a silk undershirt and had been in the 
water for more than a week, a thor­ 
ough examination will be necessary. 
Coroner McDonald, who was the first 
to inspect the body, believes it is 
Leon, as do a number of policemen, 
but until measurements and facial 
characteristics are carefully gone over 
the identification will remain In doubt. 
If it is Leon, the cause of his death 
will be another mystery, although one 
theory, that of suicide, would appear 
reasonable. 
The body was discovered by Clin­ 
ton W. Bell, a resident of Harlem, 
who was out In the river in a motor 
boat with a young woman. Bell se­ 
cured the body, then communicated 
with the police. Officers were imme­ 
diately dispatched to the scene and 
the body was taken to a morgue in 
the Bronx, where the examination 
was begun. 
, 
In salient features there was a 
marked resemblance between the dead 
Chinaman and the official descriptions 
of the missing Leon Ling. 
The teeth were good, as were 
Leon’s, the height about five feet four 
inches, which was Leon’s height, and 
the weight about 125 pounds, which 
was about the figure at which Leon 
tipped the scales when he disappeared. 
The age of the dead man appeared to 
be about 25 or 30 years. Leon’s ag” 
was given out by the police as 30. 
The right arm of the body wa3 
greatly discolored, but whether from 
violence or from the effects of the 
water could not be ascertained. The 
fact that the clothes were missing 
makes identification more difficult. 


Rssponslbls for Loss of Several Lives 
and Much Damage to Property. 
Brownsville, 
Tex., 
July 
2.—The 
storm which swept the coast adjacent 
to this section Wednesday did con­ 
siderable damage to property and sev­ 
eral lives are reported lost. At Point 
Isabel several fishing boats were cap­ 
sized and two Mexican fishermen are 
missing and are believed to have been 
drowned. The roundhouse of the Rio 
Grande railway at Isabel was blown 
down and the depot badly wrecked. 
Many small houses were destroyed. 
It rained in torrents all day and it 
was impossible to see a distance of 
thirty feet. The people were panic- 
stricken and twenty or thirty families 
took refuge in the large hotel of the 
railroad company. 
Summer visitors 
at Tarpon Beach, on the lower end 
of Padre island, were forced to leave 
the clubhouse on account of the ris­ 
ing water and sought safety at the 
quarantine station. All were brought 
to Point Isabel. 
Many fishing boats 
were capsized and one gasoline launch 
1b missing. 
Harlingen, twenty-eight miles from 
here, was totally wrecked. The coun­ 
try west of the railroad is one vast 
sheet of water. 
Many farms were in­ 
undated.

New London, Conn., July 2.—In a 
grand exhibition or rowing by a crew 
remarkable for its physical power and 
endurance, Harvard defeated "Yale Alf" 
their annual ’varsity boat race on the 
Thames. 
The 
Crimson’s 
crew 
led 
from the start and won by six lengths. 
Harvard’s 
time 
was 
21:50, 
Yale’s 
22:10. By this victory Harvard won 
her second consecutive boat race from 
Yale in twenty-eight years. 
Not since 
18S0 and 1881 has Harvard won two 
consecutive races from Yale. 
Since 
1885 Harvard has won five ’varsity 
races from Yale, including the latest, 
namely, in 1891, 1899, 1906 and 1908. 
Since Wray has been coaching at 
Cambridge, Yale and Harvard have 
met three times and the Crimson has 
won two races. 
The greatest crowd that has ever 
assembled here on the Thames poured 
into New London to witness the race. 
Harvard’s growing confidence in her 
boating system brought double and 
Quadruple the number that usually 
follow the Crimson to the Thames, 
while Yale s determination to win 
back ber glory on the river brought

GENERAL BINGHAM OUSTED 


N ew Y o rk P o lic e C o m m issio n e r Re­ 
m oved by the M ayor. 
New York, July 2.—One of the most 
drastic upheavals in New York city's 
police history occuried when Mayor 
McClellan summarily removed Com­ 
missioner Theodore A. Bingham for 
insubordination after the latter’s re­ 
fusal to comply with certain revolu­ 
tionary orders issued by the mayor 
Wednesday. 
The 
mayor’s 
orders 
came at the conclusion of his investi­ 
gation into the alleged persecu ion 
by the police of George B. Duffy, an 
inconspicuous and almost friendless 
Brooklyn lad, who it was averred was 
repeatedly arrested without just cause 
and whose photograph was retained 
iii the rogues’ gallery despite the fail­ 
ure of the police to obtain a convic­ 
tion against him. 
The mayor held 
‘hat at. least two of General Bing 
ham’s lieutenants were guilty of mis 
conduct in this affair and accordingly 
he demanded their removal. 
With General Bingham’s retirement 
went several of his closest advisers 
and the leading supporters of his 
regime 
As the head of the new 
regime, the mayor at once appointe.! 
. William F. Baker, hitherto .a deputy 
commissioner, who indicates that, a 
considerable charge in the policy cl 
the department was to be expected.

* forced,” he declared, “with reference 
to the fact that New York is a cos­ 
mopolitan city with a cosmopolitan 
population.”

Messina, 
July 
2.—Messina 
expe­ 
rienced two terrific earthquakes at 
about 7:30 o’cloclk a. rn., which were 
accompanied by roaring sounds and 
are said to have had a stronger and 
more undulatory movement than the 
earthquake of last December, which 
destroyed Messina, Reggio and other 
cities, laid waste many villages in 
Calabria and killed 200,000 people. 
Although the latest shocks had ne 
such terrible consequences, the 25,- 
000 residents of this city were thrown 
into a state of terror. They ran into 
the streets panic-stricken and nearly 
the entire population is encamped in 
the open places, fearing to return to 
the 
structures which 
have served 
them as homes since the city was 
destroyed. 
The broken walla of the old ruins 
were thrown to the ground and Mes­ 
sina was for a few minutes smoth­ 
ered in a cloud of dust. 
The casualties were few and the 
only persons killed so far a? known 
were a young woman and her infant. 
The woman had come here only a 
few days ago and had settled in 
rooms which the great earthquake 
had left relatively undamaged. 
She 
was standing at the door when the 
chock occurred, and rushed inside to 
save her child. 
Before she could es­ 
cape from the room the second shock 
threw down the walls, burying both 
mother and child under the debris. 
Soldiers and engineers who rushed 
to the rescue heard the voice of tho 
mother calling for help and they 
worked heroically for several hours, 
wiien they found the dead bodies, the 


I* .other with her child in lier arms. 
Several persons were struck by de­ 
tached stones. 
The first, shock was followed quick­ 
ly by a second, and the people ran 
pell mell to the American quarter. 
Reggio suffered almost as severe a 
shock as Messina. 
Walls were over­ 
thrown, but no casualties have been 
reported at that place.

Probably the “dark horse” In to­ 
day’s race is Wisconsin, always con 
sidered a formidable contender for in­ 
tercollegiate honors in rowing, despite 
the fact that it has never come out 
better than second. The W estern col­ 
lege has a large undergraduate body 
to draw upon—this year there are 
over 5,000 students enrolled at Mad­ 
ison—and Ten Eyck brought here a 
squad of twenty-five husky, able look­ 
ing oarsmen, who have been rowing 
well together and have shown signs 
of individual skill and strength. 
It must be admitted frankly that 
Columbia does not look good today to 
the rowing expert. 
There have been 
too many changes in the crew to de­ 
velop the best there is in the men. 
In Cornell’s favor are the splendid 


way In which the men have been 
rowing together in practice and the 
long list of carnelian and white vic­ 
tories. This year’s crew is light, how­ 
ever. and doubts are expressed that 
the men can stand the strain. 
Pennsylvania has not won a race 
here since 1900, when the first of the 
Intercollegiate races was rowed, and 
she does not seem due for another 
victory.

"came within one” of agreeing to 
vote next Tuesday on the entire in­ 
come tax am endm ent to the tariff bill, 
including the corporation tax substi­ 
tute. 
The compact was prevented by 
the objection of Senator Bulkeley, and 
his opposition aroused no little feel­ 
ing. 
The proposition took the form 
of a request from Senator Flint, who 
in the absence of Senator Aldrich is 
in charge of the tariff bill, for unani­ 
mous consent to vote on the Bailey- 
Cummins income tax am endm ent and 
all of the am endm ents to the am end­ 
m ent at 12 o’clock next Tuesday, 
with the understanding th at the sen­ 
ate should rem ain in session until all 
Tractate j these questions should be disposed 
of. 
The suggestion created a general 
flurry In the senate. 
There was the 
usual anim ated gathering in the cen­ 
ter aisle. 
A num ber of senators asked 
to be heard, and the proceedings for 
a brief tim e took on the appearance 
of a general conversation at a sew­ 
ing bee. 
One senator after another 
expressed his consent to the proposi­ 
tion until for a few moments it looked 
as if all objections would be brushed 
away and all factions satisfied. 
Ju st as the vice president was stat­ 
ing the agreem ent for about the third 
time, Mr. Bulkeley loomed up and 
proceeded to say th at he could not 
agree that the vote should be taken 
at the tim e specified. 
He did not 
then give his reasons, as he was im­ 
mediately beset by a dozen or more 
senators in the hope of prevailing up­ 
on him to desist from his opposition. 


Not His Real Reason. 
It turned out th at while he was op­ 
posed to the corporation tax am end­ 
m ent, this was not his real reason, 
but th at he expected to .be absent 
from the city next Tuesday and did 
not w ant the vote recorded while he 
was away. 
It seems th at some of Mr. 
Bulkeley’s 
constituents 
are 
very 
strongly opposed to the corporation 
provision and sharing in their feeling 
be desires to m ake as strong a fight 
as possible against it. 
He therefore 
desires to be on hand up to the last 
moment, and in view of the fact th at 
he expects to be in Connecticut with 
the president next Tuesday he found 
it quite impossible to give his atten­ 
tion to the am endm ent on th at date. 
He did not, therefore, change his 
mind, but when the senate adjourned 
many of the Connecticut senator’s 
colleagues were hopeful that he might 
be found more yielding. 
It was evident when Senator Flint 
made his proposition that the discus­ 
sion of the income tax question had 
been almost, if not quite, exhausted. 
There were several speeches for and 
against the measure, Mr. Borah lead­ 
ing off in favor of the income tax, 
but opposed to the corporation tax, 
and Mr. Root following on the other 
side and advocating the corporation 
tax, but opposing the income tax. 
Other speakers of the day were Sena- 
j 
tor Clapp and Senator Owen, favoring 
income tax, the incidental remarks by 
Senator Flint and others.
